The claimed invention relates to a secured virtual private 
network capable of having a plurality of mobile nodes. The 
invention also relates to a gateway device; a network; 
methods, and mobile workstations. 

The aim of the claimed invention is to use the gateway which 
is arranged to identify automatically when a communication 
session exists between two mobile workstations both of which 
are connected in the external portion of the network. 
Using the network according to the claimed invention, mobile 
workstations are enabled to communicate securely with each 
other without using the gateway as an intermediary. Thus, the 
route by which packets are transferred between the 
workstations can be optimized and secured. 

The cited documents D1-D5 represent the general state of the 
art . 

The invention defined in claims 1-56 is not disclosed by any 
of these documents.

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the methods, a secure VPN, 
a gateway and workstation where communication between 
workstations located in the external portion of the SVPN is 
conducted without involvement of the gateway as an 
intermediary and without compromising securxty in the network 
leading to proper traffic routing in the public network. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is not considered obvious to 
a person skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-56 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
also industrially applicable.
